A New Tack. 


Tbe Sentinel, after having first denounced 


the advocates of Land Reform as robbers and 
highwaymen, then declared their measures 
unworthy of argument, and now having found 
both of these systems of tactics unsuccessful 
to put down the friends of Land Limitation, 
it has resorted to wholesale misrepresentation.

AN ACT for the apportionment of School 


Monies for the year eighteen hundred and 
fifty one. 


The People of the State of Wisconsin, repres- 
ented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as 
follows: 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the 


town superintendents of the several towns of 
this state between the first Monday in April 
and the first Monday in May next, to appor- 
tion the school monies received by them from 
the town and county treasurers to the several 
districts within their tespective towns, in pro- 
portion to the number residing in each over 
the age of four and under the age of twenty 
years. 


Section 2. The nnmber of children resid- 


ing in the several school districts and parts of 
districts, between the ages of four and twetty 
year's, shall be ascertained by the clerks of 
the several districts, and reported to the sup- 
erintendent of the towns in which such dis- 
tricts or parts of districts .are situated re- 
spectively, on or before the nrst day of April 
next. 


Section 3. No Moneys shall be apportioned 


to any districts or parts of districts unlesss it 
shall appear, by the certificate1 of the clerk of 
such district or, part of district, that a school 
has been taught therein by a qualified teach- 
er at leastthree months within the year ending 
on the first day of April next: Provided, that 
the prior right of all districts or parts of dis- 
tricts to receive their due proportion of such 
school monies, shall in no wise be prejudiced 
or invalidated by the provisions of this section, 
where it shall appear that such districts or 
parts of districts have complied with the pro- 
visions of the general school law, by making 
their report on or before theVfifteenth of Sept- 
ember last. 


Section 4. This act shall take effect on the 


first Monday of February, eighteen hundred 
and fifty-one, and shall continue in force un- 
til the first Monday of May next and no 
longer.
